Wage Increases Given 
Telephone Operators 
Dps Company's Costs 



With 31,00 of its 37,500 union em- 
ployees demanding and receiving 
third round wage increases, J. M. 
Littler, manager here for the Illi- 
nois Bell Telephone company, es- 
timated that approximately $7,000,- 
000 has been added to the com- 
pany's annual wage and related 
costs bill. There ore another 13,000 
employees in the company's com- 
mercial, accounting and general of- 
fices. 

Settlement with 11,000 long dis- 
tance and local operators repre- 
sented by Communications Work- 
ers of America Division 14 (Inde- 
pendent) was effected last Friday 
at the deadline of midnight. In- 
creases of $1 to $4 per week were 
given, depending on length of ser- 
vice, type of job and locality. Union 
demands had ranged up to ^5 per 

eek, and federal and state concili- 
ators assisted in the settlement. 

"Settlements were made to match 
third round increases given by 
other industry and to pay going 
wages in the towns where we oper- 
ate," the manager said. "We can't 
get and keep good people unless 
we are even with the wage market 
and these settlements, of course, 
make present employees' jobs more 
attractive. Moreover, in many com- 
munities, including Antioch, we 
need more workers. 

"The unfortunate result, how- 
ever, is to impair critically the com- 
pany's Earnings position. Our total 
1948 earnings for stocliholders had 
been estimated before any wage 
agreements were' signed at about 
$10,000,000 on gross plant invest- 
ment of over $500,000,000, which is 
less than 2c on the dollar.^ Wage 
awards already made, with another 
13,000 employees to go, amount to 
as much as three-fourths of 1948 
previously expected profit."

Duck Hunting 

Season to Open 

Friday at Noon 

With the wildfowl , season in Illi- 
nois opening at noon Friday (Oct. 
29}, the Chicagq office of the De- 
partment of Conservation has come 
up with welcome news for Chicffgo- 
land shooters. 

Ducks are more plentiful in the 
marshy waters of Northern Illinois 
than for a number of years, ac- 
cording to a canvass of conserva- 
tion officers and oldtimcrs of the 
lakes region of Cook,' Laltq and 
McHenry counties. 

^An abundance of mallards, pin- 
tail and teal is reported, with many 
canVasback and redheads in the 
deeper waters. - 

^ Game biologists of the Depart- 
ment of Conservation report that 
the Illinois River Valley 'has an 
unusually large waterfowl popula- 
tion and that* hunters 'should , find 
days spent in>.the blinds - produc- 
tive, especially during the early 
part of the 30-day season.'

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What the Railroads Charge You 

Just how much do railroad freight rates influence 
the cost of living? They are a factor, of course — but 
a far smaller factor than is generally realized. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has made a 
report on the subject, which says that total railroad 
ireight charges in 1946 amounted to less than 5^4 per 
cent of the wholesale value at destination of all com- 
modities so shipped. This was the lowest percentage 
sine 1928, when the reports started. 

Another conservative estimate holds that less than 
4 cents out of each dollar spent last year on living 



ing on worth-while community activities. 

A recently completed survey shows that 94 per 
cent of all the operating power companies of the 
with community organizations. Including chambers 
country maintain a direct and intimate relationship 
of commerce civic clubs, the churches and schools, 
social and welfare groups, and so on. And the same 
survey finds that 66 per cent of the companies work 
through other agencies In the community In helping 
to bring in new industry and to strengthen already 
established concerns. 

The utility, in short, is simply a good citizen. It 
knows that its own ■ welfare and progress depend 
upon the welfare and progress of the community and 
the region in which It does business.

The utility Is a mainstay of the community in 
other ways. It is among the biggest and most de- 
pendable taxpayers. Every tax-levying body — ^the 
town, the country, the school district, the state, and 
the national government— gets its share. This is in 
contrast to the socialized systems, which pay little or 
nothing in taxes, which are dominated by political 
considerations, and which obliterate state and local 
control of a vital industry.

World Food 

One factor affecting the world 
food situation and Europe's sourcea 
of supply is the decline In food pro- 
duction in the Far East according 
to the secretary of agriculture. Be- 
fore the war the Far East was an- 
nually a net exporter of 4,25 million 
tons of foodstuffs, a large part of 
which went to Europe. In 1947 the 
Far East was net importer of 9.9 
million tons. That's almost 11 mil- 
lion tons of food which could have 
gone elsewhere last year if the Far 
Eastern economy had been back to 
its old export levels. Eleven million 
tons is equal to well over half the 
total food exported from the United 
States last year. 



Not Affected by Strike 
Antioch was little affected by the 
strike of bakers in Chicago early 
this week. The bakers for the 
chain stores have not quit work and 
the independent stores and restau- 
rants get their bread from Kenosha. 
But far better is the fact that the 
village has its own good bakery. 
In the southern part of the county 
where much bread is hauled in from 
Chicago the consumers were not so 
fortunate. 



New Gar Problems 

The work Involved In "bringing 
out" a new car is described by Au- 
tomobile Manufacturers association 
as a "colossal task." A brief shut- 
down for model chqngc-over in one 
company involved Installing 1,650 
new dies, 2,615 tools, 805 fixtures 
and 164 production presses and ma- 
chines. Because the frame of the 
new car is built into the body, the 
two final assembly lines, each a 
half mile long, had to be rerouted 
to fit new assembly methods. Work- 
ers also had to be taught new as- 
sembly processes. This procedure 
alone meant relocating nearly 1.000 
presses and machines end shifting 
whole departments.

Beaver has the undisputed honor 
of contributing more to the history 
of North America than any other 
quadruped. This rodent supported the 
Infant colonies of Canada and Now 
England, and for centuries was tha 
most valuable Kcm of export. By 1800 
but few beaver were to be obtained 
In the eastern part of North America. 
Then a steady stream of hardy Amer- 
icans crossed the plains to set trapa 
In the remotest rivers of the Rocky 
mountains. Jean Nlcolct was the first 
recorded white man to aot foot upon 
Wisconsin soil.

The bee is a busy worker but not 
a big one. Bee spcclallsta of the de- 
partment of agriculture say the aver- 
age bee collects several times her 
weight In honey In a season, but this 
la only about a quarter of an ounce 
on the average. So, If a bee could live 
■that long It would take her about 81 
years to make one pound of honey. 
But while the bee is making her 
quarter of an ounce of honey she Is 
making untold wealth in the form of 
apples, melons, clover seed imd many 
other fruits and seeds through her 
pollinating activities.
